Country. 


A FULL WARNING TO LABOR 


Bard Common Sense W ill Compel 
the Workingmen of the Nation 
to Dread Bryan. 


BEAD T H IS 
V E R Y C A R E F U L L Y 


El Paso, Tex., Oct. 6, 1900. 
In 1896 Mr. Bryan, the Populist can­ 
didate for president in the present 
campaign, asserted from every stump 
Upon which he stood to proclaim the 
manifold heresies of the Chicago plat­ 
form, that until this country had the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to I there would be no prosperity 
for the laboring man, the merchant 
and the farmer. 
With the gold standard continued, 
he declared, the United States would 
experience all the miseries and woes 
Of stagnant business depression, 
a 
scarcity of money, and 
subsequent 
hard times. 
He said that under the gold stand­ 
ard wages would decline, while the 
price of all the necessaries of 
life 
would increase. 
Three years of unexampled prosper­ 
ity under the administration of Pres­ 
ident McKinley have completely anni­ 
hilated all the theories of the Nebras­ 
ka candidate. 
The political economy of Mr. Bryan 
has not stood the test of time. 
It 
would be easy to multiply examples 
Of the fallacy of his teaching. 
After the people had refused to ac­ 
cept Mr. Bryan’s theories of finance 
he made a trip into Mexico in order to 
study the financial conditions of that 
country, which has the free and unlimi­ 
ted coinage of silver. 
Mr. 
Bryan 
found the Republic of Mexico fairly 
prosperous in spite of the disadvanta 
gee of free silver, and dollars worth 48 
cents. He found that Mexico’s great 
and undeveloped resources were be 
lug exploited, not by Mexicans who 
had made fortunes in their own free 
silver country, but by foreigners 
Americans, Englishmen, Germans 
who were changing one gold standard 
dollar into two Mexican dollars and 
using the money to develop the kind 
Of industries that sold their output in 
gold standard countries. 
He found, 
if he looked carefully about him, that 
the 
employes of labor in 
Mexico 
were paying that labor in 48-cent dol­ 
lars, and selling their products in gold 
standard countries for dollars worth 
IOO cents. 
That is a good thing for the man­ 
ufacturer—the 
capitalist—but how 
does it operate for the benefit of the 
people? 
The late Mr. Romero, Mexico's am­ 
bassador to the United States, printed 
the following in a book in 1898: 
“Day laborers in the country (Mex­ 
ico) get from 19 to 50 cents a day. In 
sops Instances IO to 15 cents a day is 
fnulowedto cover cost of meals. The 
\average laborer will live well and in 
id strength on from IO to 15 cents 
day, and will support his family on 
un IO to 20 cents a day. Of course 
hevwill havq his little patch of corn, 
beaks and chiles planted near his hut, 
Whi<^ is the largest part of his bill 
of fate three times a day, and for 
865 dafcs in the ^ear. Five or ten dol­ 
lars per year will clothe him, except 
perhapses hat, and for that he will, 
lf he cai* get the money, pay from 
five to twenty dollars” 
The above quotations are Mexican 
m oney, of im lch a ddUar Is worth 48 


cents. It will be seen that the laborer 
actually gets from 9 to 24 cents a day 
for his labor, that he supports 
his 
family on from five to ten cents a day, 
and that two and a half to five dollars 
a year buys all his clothes. 
Brakemen on trains in free silver 
Mexico get from $35 to $75 a month; 
bricklayers get $1 to $1 50 a day; 
street car conductors get 50 cents to 
$1 a day; laborers in large cities get 
from 35 to 65 cents a day, and in the 
country considerably less; laborers in 
factories working ll hours get from 
50 cents to $1 a day; skilled miners 
get $1 to $1 50, and unskilled miners 
50 to 80 cents a day; policemen are 
paid $30 to $50 a month; stone masons 
get $1 to $1 50 a day; tailors get $1 00 
to $1 50 a day, and printers $7 and $8 
a week. 
All the above prices for labor are in 
Mexican money, and are taken from 
official sources of a kind not to be dis­ 
puted. 
These prices should be com­ 
pared to the wages paid in the United 
States. The agricultural laborer who 
speaks of the beneficial blessings of 
free silver should pause to consider 
the condition of the agricultural la­ 
borer in Mexico, who gets from 8 to 
24 cents a day—and he should think, 
at the same time, of the demand for 
harvest hands in the western states, 
where two, three and even four dol­ 
lars per day in gold are not infrequent­ 
ly paid. 
The American miner, earn­ 
ing from $1 50 to $7 a day, in gold, 
should think of the 
miners in free 
silver Mexico, that get from 50 cents 
to $1 50 a day in Mexican money, or 
25 cents to 75 cents a day in the good 
money that is paid to labor in 
the 
United States by virtue of the suc­ 
cess of the principles of sound money, 
and the Republican party. 
In view of the fact that Mr. Bryan 
has said free silver would increase* 
wages while cheapening the cost of 
living, it would be well to compare 
the prices paid for 
necessaries 
in 
Mexico in Mexican money, with prices 
prevailing in the United States in gold 
standard money. 
At El Paso, Texas, the 
American 
laborer buys bacon at ll cents and 
ham at 15 cents a pound, while across 
the line in Mexico the Mexican pays 
30 cents a pound for bacon and 
35 
cents a pound for ham. 
In El Paso 
salt sells for little more than I cent 
a pound, in Mexico for a little less 
than 7 cents. 
Molasses sell 
at 
El 
Paso for 55 cents a gallon, and in Mex­ 
ico for $2 50 a gallon. 
Candles sell 
for $4 a hundred in El Paso, and $9 
a hundred in Mexico. Sugar selling for 
6 cents a pound at El Paso sells for 
15 cents a pound across the line in 
Mexico. In El Paso flour is bought at 
$2 15 a hundred pounds, and in Mexi­ 
co at $5 a hundred pounds. Condens­ 
ed milk is $3 50 a case in El Paso, and 
$12 a case in Mexico. Crackers are 7 
cents a pound in El Paso and 20 cents 
in Mexico. 
Butter is 23 cents 
and 
25 cents a pound in El Paso, and 75 
cents in Mexico, etc., etc. 
It is scarcely possible to believe that 
any sane American would deliberately 
vote to Mexicanize the money and la­ 
bor of the United 
States—that 
he 
would vote to cut the 
purchasing 
power of the dollar he earns to 48 
cents, and at the same time witness 
the inevitable rise in prices of the 
necessaries of life that logically fol­ 
lows the advent of cheaper money. 
The gold standard is as much or 
more in evidence today 
than 
four 
years ago when the Populist candidate, 
with well studied stage effect, 
de­ 
clared that the crown of thorns was 
pressing down on labor’s brow, and 
the cross of gold was ready for the 
crucifixion of mankind. 
Four years of the gold standard and 
four years of prosperity for every class 
of the people have been insufficient to 
effectually silence the free silver cry. 
The twin bogies-of Imperialism and 
militarism will not effectively divert 
the attention of the people from the 
real and only danger—the free coin­ 
age of sliver and the subsequent de­ 
moralization and panic 
that would 
follow.

His voice is pleasing, like the voice 
of Jacob, but his hand is the hand of 
Esau.

Country. 


A FULL 
WARNING TO LABOR 


Hard Common Sense Will Compel 
the Workingmen of the Nation 
to Dread Bryan. 


BEAD T H IS 
VERY 
CAREFULLY 


Bl Paso, Tex., Oct. 6, 1900. 
In 1896 Mr. Bryan, the Populist can­ 
didate 
for 
president in the present 
campaign, asserted from every stump 
Upon which he stood to proclaim the 
manifold heresies of the Chicago plat­ 
form, that until this country had the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to I there would be no prosperity 
for the laboring man, the merchant 
and the farmer. 
With the gold standard continued, 
he declared, the United States would 
experience all the miseries and woes 
Of stagnant business depression, 
a 
scarcity of money, 
and 
subsequent 
hard times. 
He said that under the gold stand 
ard wages would decline, while the 
price of all the necessaries of 
life 
would increase. 
Three years of unexampled prosper­ 
ity under the administration of Pres­ 
ident McKinley have completely anni­ 
hilated all the theories of the Nebras 
ka candidate. 
The political economy of Mr. Bryan 
has not stood the test of time. 
It 
would be easy to multiply examples 
Of the fallacy of his teaching. 
After the people had refused to ac­ 
cept Mr. Bryan’s theories of finance 
he made a trip into Mexico in order to 
Study the financial conditions of that 
country, which has the free and unlimi­ 
ted coinage of silver. 
Mr. 
Bryan 
found the Republic of Mexico fairly 
prosperous in spite of the disadvanta­ 
ges of free silver, and dollars worth 48 
cents. 
He found that Mexico’s great 
and undeveloped resources were 
be­ 
ing 
exploited, not by Mexicans who 
had made fortunes in their own free 
silver country, but 
by 
foreigners— 
Americans, 
Englishmen, 
Germans— 
who were changing one gold standard 
dollar into two Mexican dollars and 
using the money to develop the kind 
of industries that sold their output in 
gold standard countries. 
He found 
if he looked carefully about him, that 
the 
employes of labor 
in 
Mexico 
were paying that labor in 48-cent dol­ 
lars, and selling their products in gold 
standard countries for dollars worth 
IOO cents. 
That is a good thing for the man­ 
ufacturer—the 
capitalist—but how 
does it operate for the benefit of the 
people? 
The late Mr. Romero, Mexico’s am 
bassador to the United States, printed 
the following in a book in 1898: 
“Day laborers in the country (Mex­ 
ico) get from 19 to 50 cents a day. In 
soj$fce instances IO to 15 cents a day is 
^Hwiowed to cover cost of meals. 
The 
\ average laborer will live well and in 
>d strength on from IO to 15 cents 
day, and will support his family on 
t& m IO to 20 cents a day. 
Of course 
he\will havq his little patch of corn, 
and chiles planted near his hut, 
which is the largest part of his bill 
of fafp three times a day, and 
for 
365 dafrs in the year. Five or ten dol­ 
lars per year will clothe him, except 
perhaps his hat, and for that he will, 
if he can get 
the money, pay from 
five to twenty dollar?.” 
The above quotations are Mexican 
money, of wfcich a ddjlar is worth 48 


cents. 
It will be seen that the laborer 
actually gets from 9 to 24 cents a day j 
for his labor, that he supports 
His j 
family on from five to ten cents a day, 
and that two and a half to five dollars 
a year buys all his clothes. 
Brakemen on trains in free silver 
Mexico get from $35 to $75 a month; 
bricklayers get $1 to $1 50 
a 
day; 
street car conductors get 50 cents to 
$1 a day; laborers in large cities get 
from 3a to 65 cents a day, and in the 
country considerably less; laborers in 
factories working ll hours get from 
50 cents to $1 a day; skilled miners 
get $1 to $1 50, and unskilled miners 
50 to 80 cents a day; policemen 
are 
paid $30 to $50 a month; stone masons 
get $1 to $1 50 a day; tailors get $1 OO 
to $1 50 a day, and printers $7 and $8 
a week. 


All the above prices for labor are in 
Mexican money, and are taken from 
official sources of a kind not to be dis 
puted. 
These prices should be com­ 
pared to the wages paid in the United 
States. 
The agricultural laborer who 
speaks of the beneficial blessings of 
free silver should pause to consider 
the 
condition of the 
agricultural la­ 
borer in Mexico, who gets from 8 to 
24 cents a day—and he should think, 
at the same time, of the demand for 
harvest hands in the 
western states, 
where two, three and even four 
dol­ 
lars per day in gold are not infrequent­ 
ly paid. 
The American miner, earn­ 
ing from $1 50 to $7 a day, in gold, 
should think of the 
miners in free 
silver Mexico, that get from 50 cents 
to $1 50 a day in Mexican money, or 
25 cents to 75 cents a day in the good 
money that is paid to labor in 
the 
United States by virtue of the suc­ 
cess of the principles of sound money, 
and the Republican party. 
In view of the fact that Mr. Bryan 
has said free silver would increase* 
wages while cheapening the cost 
of 
living, it would be well to compare 
the prices paid for 
necessaries 
in 
Mexico in Mexican money, with prices 
prevailing in the United States in gold 
standard money. 
At El Paso, Texas, the 
American 
laborer buys bacon at l l cents and 
ham at 15 cents a pound, while across 
the line in Mexico the Mexican pays 
30 cents a pound for bacon and 
35 
cents a pound for ham. 
In El Paso 
salt sells for little more than I cent 
a pound, in Mexico for a little less 
than 7 cents. 
Molasses sell 
at 
El 
Paso for 55 cents a gallon, and in Mex 
ico for $2 50 a gallon. 
Candles sell 
for $4 a hundred in El Paso, and 
$9 
a hundred in Mexico. Sugar selling for 
6 cents a pound at El Paso sells for 
15 cents a pound across the line 
in 
Mexico. 
In El Paso flour is bought at 
$2 15 a hundred pounds, and in Mexi­ 
co at $5 a hundred pounds. 
Condens­ 
ed milk is $3 50 a case in El Paso, and 
$12 a case in Mexico. Crackers are 7 
cents a pound in El Paso and 20 cents 
in Mexico. 
Butter is 23 cents 
and 
25 cents a pound in El Paso, and 75 
cents in Mexico, etc., etc. 
It is scarcely possible to believe that 
any sane American would deliberately 
vote to Mexicanize the money and la­ 
bor of the United 
States—that 
he 
would vote to cut 
the 
purchasing 
power of the 
dollar he earns to 48 
cents, and at the same time witness 
the inevitable rise in prices of the 
necessaries of life 
that logically fol 
low’s 
the 
advent of cheaper money. 
The gold standard is as much 
or 
more in evidence today 
than 
four 
years ago when the Populist candidate, 
with well studied stage 
effect, 
de­ 
clared that 
the crown of thorns was 
pressing down on labor’s brow, 
and 
the cross of gold was ready for the 
crucifixion of mankind. 
Four years of the gold standard and 
four years of prosperity for every class 
of the people have been insufficient to 
effectually silence the free silver cry. 
The twin bogies * of imperialism and 
militarism will not effectively 
divert 
the attention of the 
people from the 
real and only danger—the free coin­ 
age of silver and the subsequent de­ 
moralization and panic 
that would 
follow.

(5.—The crisis 
In the coal miners strike is approach­ 
ing. 
Both shies are playing a w ait­ 
ing gaAu» and each im agine that it 
lias the w inning card up its sleev e. 
The statem ent of President M axwell, 
of the Central Railroad of New J ersey, 
th at the com panies hav e made all tlie 
concessions they propose 
to 
make, 
bears out the statem ent that the com­ 
panies would not offer any additional 
inducem ents for the men to return to 
w ork. 
The report from Scranton is 
■also signitieant. 
It is said that the 
Indiv idual operators w ill all fall in line 
and giv e their em ployes the 10 per 
•cent increase granted by the big com­ 
panies. 
A w ell known operator said 
that there w as an understanding at 
the m eeting of the representativ es of 
th e big com panies and the indiv idual 
operators in this city last Tuesday. Ac­ 
cording to the understanding the no­ 
tices of increase were not to be posted 
all at the sam e time, but gradually. 
T ills part of the program lias now 
been carried out. 
The com panies and 
nearly nil the operators are now in 
lin e for a 10 per cent increase. 
It is now up w ith President Mitchell 
t o decide w hat he is going to do in the 
m atter. 
If he delays action, w ith the 
Idea in v iew that the operators w ill 
make n better offer, he is liable to de­ 
lay a settlem ent of the strike Inde­ 
finitely. 
An analysis of the 10 per 
ce n t increase offered show s that the 
av erage miner’s w ages would not be 
Increased in per cent should he re­ 
turn to work, but it is argued that it 
Is better than nothing; that it is a 
v ictory after all for the strikers; that it 
is the entering wedge, and that if the 
U nited Mine W orkers keep their organ­ 
ization intact, they can compel the 
operators to make further concessions 
in the years to come. 
It is said that President Mitchell 
takes fids sam e v iew of the situation 
him self. 
And it is only natural that 
he should. 
If the strikers accept the 
offer of 10 per cent increase, then it is 
a v ictory for M itchell. 
If they do not 
accent it and tho strike is fought to a 
finish and tho men beaten in the end, 
it will lie a defeat for the lender of 
th e miners. 
It is known, howev er, that 
som e of President M itchell’s adv isers 
are against settlem ent on the 10 per 
oen t basis.

Long 
brooding ov er the prospect of death is 
said to hav e been the cause of the 
wom an’s insanity. 
Mrs. Smith was the w ife of W alter 
M. Smith, who has been connected with 
the grocery house of Austin, Nichols 
& Co., for 21 years. 
Up to three weeks 
ago she had liv ed with her husband 
and her children in the central portion 
of this city, but of late she had been 
in poor health. 
It becam e necessary 
to take her to the country and Mr. 
Sm ith rented a large 
old 
mansion 
formerly occupied by 'th e late Frank 
Leslie, the puhlisner, at Inwood. 
She drov e her husband to the station 
In the morning and appeared happy 
and core free. 
She promised to m eet 
him on his return from the city 
at 
night. 
It is believ ed that she went 
out in the morning after her return 
from the driv e to the train with her 
husband and bought the pistol. Where 
and when she bought the carbolic acid 
is a mystery. W ith the pistol 
she 
bought a box of cartridges. Ten 
of 
these 
were 
m issing from the box 
when it w as found. In the pistol were 
found three discharged cartridges and 
tw o loaded. 
In the attem pt to wipe 
out her fam ily 
it is believ ed Mrs. 
Smith fired eight shots, all but tw o of 
which took effect. 
During the course of the afternoon 
Mrs. Smith instructed her coachman, a 
man named Moore, to hitch up the team 
and take liis w ife, also a serv ant of 
the Smiths, for a ride on the speedway. 
The Moores returned and were met by 
Mrs. Smith at the door. 
The woman 
w as only partly clothed, but she did 
not seem to be agitated. 
“ Don’t com e in yet,” she said with 
a sm ile; “ take a long ride. There is 
plenty of tim e in the afternoon.” 
The Moores again went away, but 
they did not stay long. They returned 
later and discov ered the tragedy that 
had been enacted in their absence. 
Mrs. Smith left tw o letters. One w as 
addressed to her husband and read: 
“ Dear W alter—I am responsible for 
what has happened. 
I am v ery sorry, 
but can find no other wav . 
“ Lillian.” 
The other letter w as to her father. 
It w as not made public.

Mrs. Smith w as the w ife of W alter 
M. Smith, who has been connected with 
the grocery house of Austin, Nichols 
& Co., for 21 years. Up to three weeks 
ago she had lived w ith her husband 
and her children iii the central portion 
of this city, but of late she had been 
in poor health. 
It becam e necessary 
to take her to the country and Mr. 
Smith rented a large, 
old 
mansion 
formerly occupied by the late Frank 
Leslie, the publisner, at Inwood. 
She drove lier husband to the station 
In the morning and appeared happy 
and core free. 
She promised to meet 
him on his return from the city 
at 
night. 
It is believed that she went 
out in the morning after her return 
from the drive to the train with her 
husband and bought the pistol. Where 
and when she bought the carbolic acid 
Is a m ystery. W ith the pistol 
she 
bought a box of cartridges. Ten 
of 
these 
were 
m issing from the box 
when it w as found. In the pistol were 
found three discharged cartridges and 
two loaded. 
In the attem pt to wipe 
out her fam ily 
it is believed Mrs. 
Smith fired eight shots, all but tw o of 
which took effect. 
During the course of the afternoon 
Mrs. Smith instructed her coachman, a 
man named Moore, to hitch up the team 
and take his w ife, also a servant of 
the Smiths, for a ride on the speedway. 
The Moores returned and were m et by 
Mrs, Smith at the door. 
The woman 
w as only partly clothed, but she did 
not seem to be agitated. 
‘‘Don’t come in yet,” she said with 
a sm ile: “take a long ride. There is 
plenty of tim e in the afternoon.” 
The Moores again went away, but 
they did not stay long. They returned 
later and discovered the tragedy that 
had been enacted in their absence. 
Mrs. Smith left two letters. One w as 
addressed to her husband and read: 
“Dear W alter—I am responsible for 
what has happened. 
I am very sorry, 
but can find no other way. 
“Lillian.” 
The other letter w as to her father. 
It w as not made public.

Any report and affirm­ 
ative proposition, in the way of either 
a bill or a constitutional amendment, 
both of which were prepared and sub­ 
mitted at the recent session by the 
Republicans of 
the house judiciary 
com m ittee, would be to do something 
Instead 
of 
talk, while Mr. Bryan’s 
forte is in talking instead of doing. 
As a Democrat, unuoubtedly he stands 
with his party in its expressed oppo­ 
sition, shown by the votes of every 
member but five, against the constitu­ 
tional amendm ent that would give con­ 
gress just the power now lacking in 
the constitution, 
according 
to the 
United States suprem e court, when the 
Republican attorney general undertook 
to suppress the sugar trust, but was 
told by Chief Justice Fuller that the 
constitution does not touch m anufac­ 
tures at a ll., but only commerce be­ 
tween the states. It was a Démocratie 
house committee on judiciary that first 
announced this position, now confirm­ 
ed by the highest court. 
Nothing but 
a constitutional am endm ent can cure 
it, and the B ryanites oppose that sole­ 
ly because it m ight interfere with their 
same old secession state’s rights. 
Not even in the states, though, have 
the Bryan Democracy done w hat they 
might on the tru st question, for more 
Republican states 
have strong stat­ 
utes upon this subject than have Dem­ 
ocratic states. 
The first state of all 
to enact a statute against trusts was 
that steadfast Republican 
common­ 
wealth of Maine, whose statute of 1889 
was of most sweeping character. 
It 
was Maine, too, tha t refused to grant 
I a charter recently to the Tam many Ice 
^ Trust in New York. 
It is M assachu­ 
setts, a state with the legislature con­ 
trolled by the Republicans for 40 years, 
that is one of the few states in the 
Union w'here it is impossible to or­ 
ganize a trust, and its law's are far in 
advance of any Democratic state in 
this respect. 
The first federal law against com­ 
binations was the Cullom 
interstate 
commerce act of 1888,—a Republican 
measure to control the railroads. The 
first actual law against trusts in gen­ 
eral was the Republican Sherman act, 
pronounced by a Democratic judiciary 
committee 
as 
“skillfully drawn to 
cover the authority delegated to the 
federal governm ent.’’ 
The first presi­ 
dential declaration against trusts was 
by a Republican president, Harrison. 
The first national platform declaration 
by a great party against them with 
any suggestion of remedy was the Re­ 
publican plank 
of 1888, w ritten by 
William McKinley, now president of 
the United States. 
These records are 
the b^st test.

Ko report was ever made to congress 
pc the trust question by the house 
committee of which William J. Bryan 
was a member, to which that question 
was referred. Any report and affirm­ 
ative proposition, in the way of either 
a bill or a constitutional amendment, 
both of which were prepared and sub­ 
mitted at the recent session by the 
R e p u b lican s of 
the house judiciary 
committee, would be to do something 
instead of 
talk, while Mr. Bryan’s 
forte is in talking instead of doing. 
As a Democrat, undoubtedly he stands 
with his party in its expressed oppo­ 
sition, shown by the votes of every 
member but five, against the constitu­ 
tional amendment that would give con 
gress just the power now lacking in 
the constitution,

United States supreme court, when the 
Republican attorney general undertook 
to suppress the sugar trust, but was 
told by Chief Justice Fuller that the 
constitution does not touch manufac­ 
tures at all. but only commerce be­ 
tween the states.

You ngstown has a right to rejoice, 
with 8,000 men pu t to work in her iron 
and steel mills by the agreement be­ 
tween 
the 
manu factu rers and the 
amalgamated association u pon a new 
wage-scale for the y ear to come. This 
restores fu ll activ ity to 6 0,000 men in 
that single indu stry , and the better 
part of it is that, throu ghou t the nego­ 
tiations of sev eral months, both em­ 
ploy ers and employ ed maintained the 
most friendly relations, and all alike 
rejoiced when a resu lt was reached in 
harmony and 
with reasonable fair­ 
ness to both sides. 
While the men did not get all that 
they asked, the manu factu rers claim 
that the new scale prov ides tor higher 
wages than any prev iou s one when the 
selling price of iron was as low as it 
is now, and figu re that the pu ddlers 
are to receiv e 2U per cent, adv ance ov er 
the wages of 18&8, and the men in the 
finishing mills 15 per cent. more. How 
wrong, then, is the attempt to inject 
politics into this wage-settlement af­ 
fecting the indu stries of su ch a v ast 
army of wage-earners, that some of 
the Democratic papers hav e made. The 
men themselv es are greatly rejoiced 
ov er the signing of the schedu le, and 
say it is absu rd to su ppose that it 
was not the v ery best adju stment that 
cou ld be had. 
Organized 
labor cannot fu rnish a 
witness more widely acceptable within 
its own ranks than Samu el Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of labor, who said at Cincinnati, where 
the scale was signed:

Another Democratic attempt to in­ 
ject politic« into this pu rely bu siness 
matter was made by the You ngstown 
Democratic organ, in a statement that 
President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Work­ 
ers, who ‘‘is a Democrat and has al­ 
way s been a Democrat, will v ote for 
Bry an at the Nov ember election, be­ 
cau se he believ es that he is the friend 
of the workingmen, and that he will 
represent them fairly and honestly .

Youngstown’s Eight Thousand 
Men Are at Work. 


DEMOCRATIC SLANDER SHOWN UP

Youngstown has a right to rejoice, 
with 8,000 men put to work in her iron 
and steel mills by the agreement be­ 
tween 
the 
manufacturers and the 
amalgamated association upon a new 
wage-scale for the year to come. This 
restores full activity to 60,000 men in 
that single industry, and the better 
part of it is that, throughout the nego­ 
tiations of several months, both em­ 
ployers and employed maintained the 
most friendly relations, and all alike 
rejoiced when a result was reached in 
harmony and 
with reasonable fair­ 
ness to both sides. 
While the men did not get all that 
they asked, the manufacturers claim 
that the new scale provides tor higher 
wages than any previous one when the 
selling price of iron was as low as it 
is now, and figure that the puddlers 
are to receive 20 per cent, advance over 
the wages of 1898, and the men in the 
finishing mills 15 per cent. more. How 
wrong, then, is the attempt to inject 
politics into this wage-settlement af­ 
fecting the industries of such a vast 
army of wage-earners, tjtiat some of 
the Democratic papers have made. The 
men themselves are greatly rejoiced 
over the signing of the schedule, and 
say it is absurd to suppose that it 
was not the very best adjustment that 
could be had. 
Organized labor cannot furnish a 
witness more widely acceptable within 
its own ranks than Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of labor, who said at Cincinnati, where 
the scale was signed: 
“I, in common with all organized 
labor, will believe that it was the best 
obtainable under existing conditions. 
The officers of the association have a 
great and powerful organization back 
of them, and it is not reasonable to 
suppose that they would 
take less 
than they conceive they are justly en­ 
titled to.” 
Another Democratic attempt to in­ 
ject politic* into this purely business 
matter was made by the Youngstown 
Democratic organ, in a statement that 
President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Work­ 
ers, who ‘‘is a Democrat and has al­ 
ways been a Democrat, will vote for 
Bryan at the November election, be­ 
cause he believes that he is the friend 
of the workingmen, and that he will 
represent them fairly and honestly.” 
fir. Shaffer had left his Youngstown 
home when this was published, and 
when asked about it by a Cincinnati 
reporter, thus learning of it, he made 
this emphatic reply:

A neat point was brought out re­ 
cently in a speech at Hagerstown, Md., 
by Captain Sartoris, grandson of Gen­ 
eral Grant. He tells that when Bryan 
resigned as colonel of the Third Ne­ 
braska, upon the regiment being or­ 
dered to Cuba, the Nebraskan remark­ 
ed to his superior officer: 
“I think that I can be of more use 
to my country as a citizen than as a 
soldier.” 
“Well,” said the adjutant general, 
who knows that Bryan did not shine 
as a soldier, ‘‘I believe there is even 
some question as to that!” 
The very apt comment is made upon 
this that "lf Colonel Bryan had not 
the executive ability to command 1.000 
men properly, how can he expect to be 
head, not only of an army of nearly 
100.000 and a navy, but of 80,000,000 
American citizens?” 


A GERMAN OPINION. 
Bryan’s reiteration in his acceptance 
letter of the 16 to I silver absurdity, 
has angered the Indianapolis German 
Telegraph, the state organ of the Ger­ 
man Democrats of Indiana. 
Editor­ 
ially it flays him alive, complaining 
among other things of a “campaign 
management incapable beyond expres­ 
sion,” and saying: 
“Mr. Bryan knows, or should know,

In 1896 Mr. Bryan, the Populist can­ 
didate 
for 
president in the present 
campaign, asserted from every stump 
Upon which he stood to proclaim the 
manifold heresies of the Chicago plat 
form, that until this country had the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to I there would be no prosperity 
for the laboring man, the merchant 
and the farmer. 
With the gold standard continued, 
he declared, the United States would 
experience all the miseries and woes 
Of stagnant business depression, 
a 
scarcity of money, 
and 
subsequent 
hard times. 
He said that under the gold stand 
ard wages would decline, while the 
price of all the necessaries of 
life 
would increase. 
Three years of unexampled prosper­ 
ity under the administration of Pres 
ident McKinley have completely anni­ 
hilated all the theories of the Nebras­ 
ka candidate. 
The political economy of Mr. Bryan 
has not stood the test of time. 
It 
would be easy to multiply examples 
of the fallacy of his teaching. 
After the people had refused to ac­ 
cept Mr. Bryan’s theories of finance 
he made a trip into Mexico in order to 
study the financial conditions of that 
country, which has the free and unlimi­ 
ted coinage of silver. 
Mr. 
Bryan 
found the Republic of Mexico fairly 
prosperous in spite of the disadvanta­ 
ges of free silver, and dollars worth 48 
cents. 
He found that Mexico’s great 
and undeveloped resources were 
be­ 
ing 
exploited, not by Mexicans who 
had made fortunes in their own free 
silver country, but 
by 
foreigners— 
Americans, 
Englishmen, 
Germans— 
who were changing one gold standard 
dollar into two Mexican dollars and 
using the money to develop the kind 
of industries that sold their output in 
gold standard countries. 
He found. 
if he looked carefully about him, that 
the 
employes of labor 
in 
Mexico 
were paying that labor in 48-cent dol­ 
lars, and selling their products in gold 
standard countries for dollars worth 
IOO cents. 
That is a good thing for the man 
ufacturer—the 
capitalist—but 
how 
does it operate for the benefit of the 
people? 
The late Mr. Romero, Mexico’s am­ 
bassador to the United States, printed 
the following in a book in 1898: 
"Day laborers in the country (Mex­ 
ico) get from 19 to 50 cents a day. In 
so||^8 Instances IO to 15 cents a day is 
fallow ed to cover cost of meals. 
The 
\ average laborer will live well and in 
good strength on from IO to 15 cents 
a day, and will support his family on 
from IO to 20 cents a day. Of course 
he will have his little patch of corn, 
bea%s and chiles planted near his hut, 
which is the largest part of his bill 
of fare three times a day, and 
for 
365 dajrs in the ^*ear. Five or ton dol­ 
lars per year will clothe him, except 
perhaps bis hat, and for that he will, 
if he can get 
the money, pay from 
five to twenty dollars.” 
The above quotations are Mexican 
money, of w^ich a dollar is worth 48 


street car conductors get 50 cents to 
$1 a day; laborers in large cities get 
from $5 to 65 cents a day, and in the 
country considerably less; laborers in 
factories working ll hours get from 
50 cents to $1 a (lay; skilled miners 
get 
to $1 50, and unskilled miners 
50 to 80 cents a day; policemen are 
paid $30 to $50 a month; stone masons 
get $1 to $1 50 a day; tailors get $1 00 
to $1 50 a day, and printers $7 and $8 
a week. 
All the above prices for labor are in 
Mexican money, and are taken from 
official sources of a kind not to be dis­ 
puted. 
These prices should be com­ 
pared to the wages paid in the United 
States. 
The agricultural laborer who 
speaks of the beneficial blessings of 
free silver should pause to consider 
the condition of the agricultural la­ 
borer in Mexico, who gets from 8 to 
24 cents a day—and he should think, 
at the same time, of the demand for 
harvest hands in the 
western states, 
where two, three and even four dol­ 
lars per day in gold are not infrequent­ 
ly paid. 
The American miner, earn­ 
ing from $1 50 to $7 a day, in gold, 
should think of the 
miners in free 
silver Mexico, that get from 50 cents 
to $1 50 a day in Mexican money, or 
25 cents to 75 cents a day in the good 
money that is paid to labor in 
the 
United States by virtue of the suc­ 
cess of the principles of sound money, 
and the Repnblican party. 
In view of the fact that Mr. Bryan 
has said free silver would increase* 
wages while cheapening the cost 
of 
living, it would be well to compare 
the prices paid for 
necessaries 
in 
Mexico in Mexican money, with prices 
prevailing in the United States in gold 
standard money. 
At El Paso, Texas, the 
American 
laborer buys bacon at ll cents and 
ham at 15 cents a pound, while across 
the line in Mexico the Mexican pays 
30 cents a pound for bacon and 
35 
cents a pound for ham. 
In El Paso 
salt sells for little more than I cent 
a pound, in Mexico for a little less 
than 7 cents. 
Molasses sell 
at 
El 
Paso for 55 cents a gallon, and in Mex­ 
ico for $2 50 a gallon. 
Candles sell 
for $4 a hundred in El Paso, and 
$9 
a hundred in Mexico. Sugar selling for 
6 cents a pound at El Paso sells for 
15 cents a pound across the line 
in 
Mexico. In El Paso flour is bought at 
$2 15 a hundred pounds, and in Mexi­ 
co at $5 a hundred pounds. Condens­ 
ed milk is $3 50 a case in El Paso, aud 
$12 a case in Mexico. Crackers are 7 
cents a pound in El Paso and 20 cents 
in Mexico. 
Butter is 23 cents 
and 
25 cents a pound in El Paso, and 75 
cents in Mexico, etc., etc. 
It is scarcely possible to believe that 
any sane American would deliberately 
vote to Mexicanize the money and la­ 
bor of the United 
States—that 
he 
would vote to cut 
the 
purchasing 
power of the 
dollar he earns to 48 
cents, and at the same time witness 
the inevitable rise in prices of the 
necessaries of life that logically fol­ 
lows the 
advent of cheaper money. 
The gold standard is as much 
or 
more in evidence today 
than 
four 
years ago when the Populist candidate, 
with well studied stage 
effect, 
de­ 
clared that the crown of thorns was 
pressing down on labor’s brow, 
and 
the cross of gold was ready for the 
crucifixion of mankind. 
Four years of the gold standard and 
four years of prosperity for every class 
of the people have been insufficient to 
effectually silence the free silver cry. 
The twin bogies of Imperialism and 
militarism will not effectively divert 
the attention of the people from the 
real and only danger—the free coin­ 
age of silver and the subsequent de­ 
moralization and panic 
that would 
follow.

Long 
brooding over the prospect of death is 
said to have been the cause of the 
w om an’s Insanity. 
Mrs. Smith w as the w ife of W alter 
M. Smith, who has been connected with 
the grocery house of Austin, Nichols 
& Co., for 21 years. Up to three weeks 
ngo she had lived w ith her husband 
and her children iii the central portion 
of this city, but o f late she had been 
in poor health* 
It becam e necessary 
to take her to the country and Mr. 
Smith rented a large, 
old 
mansion 
formerly occupied by the late Frank 
Leslie, the publisher, at Inwood. 
She drove lier husband to the station 
In the morning and appeared happy 
and core free. 
She promised to m eet 
him on ids return from the city

night.

Mrs. Smith Instructed her coachman, a 
man named Moore, to hitch up tile team 
and take his w ife, also a servant of 
the Sm iths, for a ride on the speedway. 
The Moores returned and were met by 
Mrs. Smith at the door.

Rain is needed in the 
south and on the North Atlantic coast, 
but iii th** southw est rains have check­ 
ed cotton picking. 
The most interesting financial devel­ 
opment was Hie further drop of one 
cent in sterling exchange, com pleting 
a decline of two cents in tw o w eeks, 
w ithout any important change in our 
money market. 
At tile sam e tim e Lon 
don rates for discounts have strength­ 
ened materially, though the Bank of 
England made no change in its rate, 
in which an advance had been ex 
pected.

Any report and affirm­ 
ative proposition, in the way of either 
a bill or a constitutional amendment, 
both of which were prepared and sub­ 
mitted at the recent session by the

talk, while Mr. Bryan’s 
forte is in talking instead of doing. 
a Democrat, unuoubtedly he stands 
with his party in its expressed oppo­ 
sition, shown by the votes of every 
member but five, against the constitu­ 
tional amendment that would give con­ 
gress just the power now lacking in 
the constitution, 
according 
to the 
U n ited State" supreme court, when the 
R ep u b lica n attorney general undertook 
to su p p r e s s the sugar trust, but was 
told by C h ie f Justice Fuller that the 
co n stitu tio n does not touch manufac­ 
tu res at a ll. but only commerce be­ 
tween the states. It was a Democratic 
h o u se committee on judiciary that first 
a n n o u n c e d this position, now confirm­ 
ed by the highest court. 
Nothing but 
a constitutional amendment can cure

Not even in the states, though, have 
the Bryan Democracy done what they 
might on the trust question, for more 
Republican states have strong stat­ 
utes upon this subject than have Dem­ 
ocratic states.

It is Massachu­ 
setts, a state with the legislature con­ 
trolled by the Republicans for 40 years, 
that is one of the few states in the 
Union where it is impossible to or­ 
ganize a ti list, and its laws are far in 
advance of any Democratic state in 
this respect. 
The first federal law against com­ 
binations was the Cullom interstate 
commerce act of 1888,—a Republican 
measure to control the railroads. The 
first actual law against trusts in gen­ 
eral was the Republican Sherman act, 
pronounced by a Democratic judiciary 
committee 
as 
“skillfully drawn to 
cover the authority delegated to the 
federal government” 
The first presi­ 
dential declaration against trusts was 
by a Republican president, Harrison. 
The first national platform declaration 
by a great party against them with 
*ny suggestion of remedy was the Re­ 
publican plank 
of 1888, written by 
William McKinley, now' president of 
the United States. 
These records are 
the b^st test.

Oct. ff.—Eight Italians, 
employed on the niglit shift bt the Cal­ 
vin Pardee A Co. colliery at Lattimer, 
were attacked bv 25 women who had 
marched from \lilni*sville. The women 
wen* m o s t ly Hungarians and Italians. 
They left MHnesville at 4 o’clock,inarch­ 
ed through Latimer, two miles distant, 
and waited to attack the men work­ 
ing in the Lattimer mine as they pass­ 
ed along the road which leads to their 
homes at Hollywood. 
Italians saw the women on the road 
ahead of them, and fearing an attack, 
crossed the field to avoid them. The 
women, however, also crossed the field 
and, overtaking the men, hurled show­ 
ers of stones at them. The workmen 
did not attempt to defend themselves, 
but ran away and were soon out of 
the reach of the fury of the excited 
women. 
One man received a severe cut on 
the head, while several of the others 
were struck by pieces of 
rock, but 
were not injured. 
Some of the foreigners are begin­ 
ning to show an ugly disposition. They 
are seen in greater numbers on 
the 
highways, and as some of them carry 
clubs, a collision between them and 
the coal and iron police may occur at 
almost any time.

THE IRON WORKERS. 


Youngstown’s Eight Thousand 
Men Are at Work.

Youngstown has a right to rejoice, 
with 8,000 men put to work in her iron 
and steel mills by the agreement be­ 
tween 
the 
manufacturers and the 
amalgamated association upon a new 
wage-scale for the year to come. This 
restores full activity to 60,000 men in 
that single industry, and the better 
part of it is that, throughout the nego­ 
tiations of several months, both em­ 
ployers and employed maintained the 
most friendly relations, and all alike 
rejoiced when a result was reached in 
harmony 
and 
with reasonable fair­ 
ness to both sides. 
While the men did not get all that 
they asked, the manufacturers claim 
that the new scale provides tor higher 
wages than any previous one when the 
selling price of iron was as low as it 
is now, and figure that the puddlers 
are to receive 20 per cent, advance over 
the wages of 18&8, and the men in the 
finishing mills 15 per cent. more. How 
wrong, then, is the attem pt to inject 
politics into this wage-settlenieut af­ 
fecting the industries of such a vast 
army of wage-earners, tjiat some of 
the Democratic papers have made. The 
men themselves are greatly rejoiced 
over the signing of the schedule, and 
say it is absurd to suppose that it 
was not the very best adjustm ent that 
could be had. 
Organized 
labor cannot furnish a 
witness more widely acceptable within 
its own ranks than Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of labor, w ho said at Cincinnati, where 
the scale was signed: 
“I, in common with all organized 
labor, will believe that it was the best 
obtainable under existing conditions. 
The officers of the association have a 
great and powerful organization back 
of them, and it is not reasonable to 
suppose that they would 
take 
less 
than they conceive they are justly en­ 
titled to.” 
Another Democratic attem pt to iu- 
ject politic^ into this purely business 
m atter was made by the Youngstown 
Democratic organ, in a statem ent that 
President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Work­ 
ers, who “is a Democrat aud has al­ 
ways been a Democrat, will vote for 
Bryan at the November election, be­ 
cause he believes that he is the friend 
of the workingmen, and that he will 
represent them fairly and honestly.” 
Mr. Shaffer had left his Youngstown 
home when this was published, and 
when asked about it by a Cincinnati 
reporter, thus learning of it, he made 
this emphatic reply: 
“It is an outrage that my name is 
used so recklessly. 
I have never at 
any time stated that I was a Bryan 
sympathizer; that I would vote for

A neat point was brought out re­ 
cently in a speech at Hagerstown, Md., 
by Captain Sartoris, grandson of Gen­ 
eral Grant. He tells that when Bryan 
resigned as colonel of the Third Ne­ 
braska, upon the regiment being or­ 
dered to Cuba, the Nebraskan rem ark­ 
ed to his superior officer:
